Chamberlain. 


While some may say that it is much more difficult for a large command- 
ery to make its quota than it is for a small one, I do not agree with 
any such statement, I believe that proportionately it is just as dif- 
ficult for a small commandery and it may well be more so, But in the 
final analysis the results achieved by any commandery, be it large or 
small, are largely, and perhaps solely, dependent upon the time, ef- 
fort, and work expended by its Commander and its Officers. Certainly 
no Commander would be warranted in saying that it is more difficult 
for him to make his quota than it was for Bethany Commandery to make 
double its quota! 


In recent years, the York Rite Bodies are stressing the necessity for 
cooperation, one with the other, and no one could ask for better co- 
operation than we are now getting, and have been getting, from the 
Grand High Priest and the Grand Master of the Council, The many, and 
very successful, York Rite Nights are a good illustration of this. 


It is by no means too late for the officers of the commanderies, which 
thus far have not been producing, to get busy and make, or even ex- 
ceed, their quotas. Of course a defeatist attitude will get you no- 
where, If you have the desire and the willingness to spend some time

A, Four white-robed clergymen led the procession to the grave, fol- 
lowed by an escort of officers and Masons; then the coffin with 8 
pallbearers, officers of the Revolution; then prominent Masons; 
foot and horse guards from Alexandria, Va. brought up the rear, 
There was a brief ceremony at the tomb where the Rev. Mr. Davies 
performed the Masonic rite. George Washington, initiated in 
Fredericksburg Lodge No. , Fredericksburg, Va. November , 1752; 
passed March 3, 1753; raised August ., 1753.
